Cabinet says 
yes to brown 
bin charges 


COUNCILLORS have approved pro¬ 
posals to charge a fee of up to £50 for 
garden waste collections. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet voted in favour of the 
yearly subscription fee at a meeting 
on Tuesday. 

Funding cuts mean that in order 
to continue providing the service 
for free, St Edmundsbury and Forest 
Heath councils would have to find an 
extra £500,000 in funding. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, cabinet member 
responsible for waste management, 
said: “We feel that although residents 
have enjoyed the service for free, 
budget constraints have forced us to 
make an unpopular decision.” 

Cllr john Griffiths, who was chair¬ 
ing the meeting, added: “I don’t think 
anyone is suggesting it with any en¬ 
thusiasm, but it is the way forward.” 

He added that he was hoping the 
introduction of the charge would be 
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accompanied by improvements in 
the garden waste collection system. 

Cllr Sarah Mildmay-White said: 
“Most other people in the country 
now are paying for their brown bins. 

“It’s upsetting to see somthing that 
has been offered for free now being 
charged for. St Edmundsbury does 
give very good value for the council 
tax, but times have changed.” 

The funding shortfall arises from 
changes in the amount Suffolk 
County Council will pay the district 
and county councils for each tonne 
of waste collected. 

If the current system continues, 
the council will make a loss of £25.51 
on each tonne of garden waste col¬ 
lected. In order to cover the loss 
through taxation, the council would 
have to raise council tax by such 


a large amount that a referendum 
would be required to approve the 
hike. 

The change is also being consid¬ 
ered in light of national and Euro¬ 
pean changes in attitudes to waste 
collection, which now focus on re¬ 
duction and reuse more than recy¬ 
cling. This involves encouraging resi¬ 
dents to home compost or take waste 
to the recycling plant themselves. 

Suffolk County Council made a de¬ 
cision in favour of charging for col¬ 
lections in July. If all councils across 
the county adopt the system, the 
savings could be £1.4 to £2.4 million. 

The proposals will go before St Ed- 
mundsbury’s full council on Septem¬ 
ber 22.

Pump track is 
a step closer 



THE town council are con¬ 
sidering becoming the 
lease-holders for a proposed 
BMX pump track on the Cle¬ 
ments Estate. 

A pump track is a trail of 
dips and mounds which 
BMX riders can get around 
without pedalling by shift¬ 
ing the weight of their body. 

The suggested track is part 
of the “Local Conversations” 
project that Community Ac¬ 
tion Suffolk is running in 
the ward of Haverhill South. 
In May this year £200,000 
funding for the project from 
the People’s Health Trust 
was announced. 

Jon Eaton, community 
field officer at Community 
Action Suffolk, gave a pres¬ 
entation about the pump 
track plans to Haverhill 
town council’s leisure and 
community committee on 
Tuesday night. 

The pump track, which 
would be built on a 50m by 
30m site adjacent to Green¬ 
fields Way leased from St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, would be the “leg¬ 
acy” element of the project, 
which aims to create some¬ 
thing lasting in the town. 
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The proposal came about 
after consultation with resi¬ 
dents and the People’s Fo¬ 
rum about what Haverhill 
South families would like to 
see built in the area. 

Mr Eaton said: “The idea 
is to engage with the whole 
community, from primary 
age people to adult mem¬ 
bers. 

He added: “Overwhlem- 
ingly the young people in 
the ward have said they 
want something active. We 
have got the support of Cle¬ 
ments Primary School and 
Castle Manor, the secondary 
school, would like to pro¬ 
duce a website.” 

Mayor of Haverhill Betty 
McLatchy said: “I think it’s 
a terrific idea. It’s well in 
demand and a nice healthy 
project.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said: 
“What I am so impressed 
about is that the community 
decided what they want. 
They said “This is what we 
want.” What I think is dif¬ 
ferent and special is that we 


have got parents involved.” 

Mr Eaton asked the town 
council if they would ex¬ 
press an interest in becom¬ 
ing “custodian lessees” on 
the site. This would mean 
they managed the 25-year 
lease on the site where the 
pump track would be built. 

Town clerk Colin Poole 
explained that the lease¬ 
holder must be a legal per¬ 
son - which the town coun¬ 
cil is - and that it must be 
a satisfactory choice for St 
Edmundsbury. As the town 
council fulfilled both of 
these criteria, it could be¬ 
come custodian lessee. 

Cllr McLatchy said: “The 
national message is get fit 
and keep fit, so it’s the least 
we can do.” 

Community Action Suf¬ 
folk do not yet have a pro¬ 
posed budget for the pro¬ 
ject. If planning permission 
were granted to it, it would 
then take two years to com¬ 
plete. 

Community Action Suf¬ 
folk are aiming to create 
a “community chest” to 
give grants to community 
groups, and hope to regen¬ 
erate town play areas.

FIREWORKS were set off in Haverhill 
last night to celebrate Queen Elizabeth 
II becoming the UK's longest-reigning 
monarch.

The firework display, planned by the town 
clerk and councillors, involved 63 rockets 
being set off and the number 63 appearing 
in the sky, to mark the 63 years the Queen 
has been on the throne. 

Elizabeth was crown in 1952, and her 
reign has now been longer than that of 
Queen Victoria.

Former prison officer in court over misconduct charge 


A FORMER prison officer charged 
with misconduct in a public office 
appeared in court on Monday. 

Amanda Watts, 43, of Bury St 
Edmunds, had worked at HMP 
Highpoint in Stradishall. 

Ms Watts was charged on August 


25 by Metropolitan Police detectives 
from Operation Elveden, a police 
investigation into journalists' 
dealings with public officials. 

The charge relates to events 
between September 16, 2010, and 
November 1,2010. 


The charge is that "being a public 
officer, namely a Prison Officer 
at HMP Highpoint, and acting as 
such, without reasonable excuse or 
justification, wilfully misconducted 
herself to such a degree as to 
amount to an abuse of the public's 


trust in that office." 

The case was committed to the 
Central Criminal Court, where Ms 
Watts will appear on September 21 
this year. 

She did not enter a plea on 
Monday.

complete 

THE transformation of 
a dead tree into a 10ft 
sculpture of a diver was 
completed last week. 

The tree, outside 
Haverhill's Abbeycroft 
Leisure Centre, was due to 
be felled after it succumbed 
to Dutch elm disease, but 
was saved by the decision to 
turn it into a work of art. 

The figure was created 
by tree sculptor Ben 
Loughrill, originally from 
Steeple Bumpstead, who 
has previously worked on 
scultpures such as a 7ft 
wooden wolf on a Bury St 
Edmunds roundabout. 

The diver, which cost 
£2,100 and was funded by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Cllr Tony 
Brown's locality budget, was 
completed on Friday. 



Waste hub 

consultation 

continues 

THE borough council's cabinet 
have approved a second stage of 
consultation on a controversial 
waste processing site. 

The proposed West Suffolk 
Operational Hub is a joint 
project between St Edmundsbury, 
Forest Heath and Suffolk County 
councils. It would see a waste 
transfer station, vehicle depot and 
household waste recycling centre 
created at a site in Hollow Road 
Farm in Bury St Edmunds. 

The first stage of consultation 
revealed concerns about traffic 
impact, noise, odour, landscape 
and visual impact. 

For the second stage, 
residents will be presented with 
technical documents including 
a sustainability appraisal, the 
councils' case for locating services 
together, and the site selection 
criteria. Residents can review 
these documents and put forward 
suggestions for alternative sites. 

The council also recommended 
a further £108,000 funding. 

The consultation was approved 
by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council's cabinet at their meeting 
on Tuesday, and will go before full 
council on September 22.

Budget cuts to 
hit town police 


CRIME figures are climbing 
and yet police will have to 
cut their budgets by 40 per 
cent over the next five years - 
but Haverhill will be getting 
new public Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team (SNT) meetings 
to engage with residents. 

The previous kind of SNT 
meetings, which were can¬ 
celled in March this year, 
helped to set priorities for 
the local police, with resi¬ 
dents voting on what they 
would like to see focused on. 

Haverhill Police’s Insp Pe¬ 
ter Ferrie said the police will 
now base their priorities on 
what poses the most “threat, 
harm and risk” to residents. 

A new kind of “round ta¬ 
ble” meeting, which involved 
residents, councillors and 
police officers sitting to dis¬ 
cuss local policing and safety 
issues, began on Monday. 

Insp Ferrie spoke about 
the current state of Haver¬ 
hill police and gave the latest 
crime figures. 

The numbers in the Haver¬ 
hill area have increased 
markedly, with 1,250 crimes 
reported this year, up from a 
three-year average of 930. 

Insp Ferrie said: “Part of 
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this is due to a change in the 
way the government wants 
crimes recorded. We would 
go to a fight that had been 
broken up and we now have 
to record a punch in the eye 
as an assault despite the fact 
that we are going to get no 
help from the person. 

“The assaults have gone 
absolutely through the roof 
in Haverhill and in Suffolk, 
and general crime has in¬ 
creased.” 

The numbers of “violence 
with injury” incidents in 
Haverhill has risen from an 
average of 99 to 161, and “vi¬ 
olence without injury” has 
risen from 77 to 191. 

Insp Ferrie pointed out 
that Stowmarket and Sud¬ 
bury have also seen an in¬ 
crease of about 300 crimes 
compared to their three-year 
average this year. 

The rising figures come 
against a backdrop of in¬ 
creasing budget cuts, which 
could affect staffing levels at 
Haverhill police station. 

Insp Ferrie said: “It has 


been a difficult time for the 
police nationally over the last 
five years. We have steadily 
had our budgets eroded and 
that is set to get worse. We 
are expecting an announce¬ 
ment from the Home Office 
that the police will have to 
reduce their budgets by a 
further 40 per cent. 

“I do not know the exact 
details of what that is going 
to mean. 

“Haverhill is currently 
fully staffed. We have exactly 
the amount of staff that we 
should have. What will hap¬ 
pen over the next few years 
I cannot be certain, but it is 
clear to me that staffing is 
where it will come from.” 

However, it was not all 
bad news at the meeting. 
Anti-social behaviour fig¬ 
ures are down to 468 from a 
three-year average of 640 in 
Haverhill, and drug offences 
dropped to 28 from 48. 

Details of the next meeting 
will be announced after Insp 
Ferrie meets with the SNT 
partners.

First stage of development 


for 2,500 homes is 



approved 
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THE first stage of the biggest ex¬ 
pansion of Haverhill since the 
1970s has been approved by coun¬ 
cillors. 

The Great Wilsey Park develop¬ 
ment in North East Haverhill would 
see 2,500 new homes built in the 
town. 

The masterplan for the devel¬ 
opment was approved by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council’s 
cabinet on Tuesday, and by the 
council’s sustainable development 
working party last Thursday. 

At the working party, it was debat¬ 
ed for over an hour, with councillors 
raising concerns about whether the 
town had the infrastructure to deal 
with such a large expansion. 

Cllr Jeremy Farthing said: “This 
is the biggest thing to happen to 
Haverhill since the 1970s and yet 
the infrastructure remains un¬ 
changed. 

“There’s still the same roads, 
same sewage, same drainage. All of 
these things have to be addressed 
before anything else happens. I re¬ 
gard it as preposterous to suggest 


that we can increase the size of the 
town with yet more housing with¬ 
out addressing these matters first. 
This is not sustainable.” 

Cllr John Burns told the meeting 
the development should be con¬ 
sidered alongside the North West 
Haverhill development, as they 
would result in a total of over 3,500 


new homes in the town. 

Particular concerns were raised 
over the provision of a north west 
Haverhill relief road to cope with 
the increase in traffic created by the 
new homes. 

Cllr Peter Stevens said: “I cannot 
help but sympathise about the in¬ 
frastructure. The north west relief

road has been on the cards for some 
time, and it hasn’t been delivered. 

“We must give residents some 
reassurance that the infrastructure 
will be delivered.” 

Planning officer Chris Rand said 
there was a “cast iron guarantee” 
that the road would be delivered. 
He explained the developers had a 
bond riding on the completion of 
the road, and if the work was not 


completed within five years, then 
the council would be able to take 
the money and complete the work 
themselves. 

He also said that Anglian Water 
had confirmed when the expansion 
was proposed that they would be 
able to cope with increased sewage. 

Councillor for Kedington Karen 
Richardson said residents in the vil¬ 
lage were worried about the scale of 
the expansion. 

However, Mr Rand stressed that 
the principle of expansion in north¬ 
eastern Haverhill had already been 
agreed in the Vision 2031 docu¬ 
ment, and it was too late to object 
to them. 

He said: “What I keep having to 
stress is that matters of principle 
have already been established. 

“We have the vision document, 
We are not here to consider the 
merits or otherwise of those adopt¬ 
ed documents. 

“We are here to consider how the 
development comes forward not if 
the development comes forward.” 

The masterplan will now go be¬ 
fore St Edmundsbury’s full council 
on September 22. If the masterplan 
is approved, more detailed plans 
for development can be drawn up.

‘Enthusiasm and 
commitment to 
make this work’ 


A MASTERPLAN which will 
shape the future of Haver¬ 
hill’s town centre has been 
given the go-ahead by coun¬ 
cillors. 

The town centre master- 
plan was approved by the 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council sustainable devel¬ 
opment working party last 
Thursday and by the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on Tuesday. 

All that remains for it to 
be adopted as formal plan¬ 
ning guidance is for it to be 
approved by full council on 
September 22. 

The document, which 
proposes creating four 
mixed-use quarters with 
distinct identities, was cre¬ 
ated after a 12-week public 
consultation run by ONE 
Haverhill. The consulta¬ 
tion received 353 responses, 
which amounted to over 
26,000 words of text, and 
1,040 people were directly 
engaged. 

At the working party meet¬ 
ing, planning officer Chris 
Rand said: “In all the time I 
have been dealing with mas¬ 
terplans, never have I known 
one to create so much inter¬ 
est and so much enthusiasm 
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from the people engaged in 
the process..” 

Changes have been made 
to the masterplan in light 
of the consultation. These 
include a greater emphasis 
on preserving heritage as¬ 
sets, and support for finding 
an occupier for the disused 
Corn Exchange building. 

The masterplan also pro¬ 
poses six major develop¬ 
ment projects in the town, 
including creating a new 
town square in what is cur¬ 
rently the Jubilee Walk car 
park. 

The loss of car parking 
space in the town centre 
that this would involve was 
a cause for concern for some 
councillors. 

Cllr Paula Fox, who is 
also a town councillor, said: 
“My only concern is the car 
parks. You are taking away 
the whole of the Jubilee Walk 
car park, and that’s the town 
centre car park.” 

Mr Rand stated that the 
masterplan’s strategy did 


not involve losing all the 
car parking in the town cen¬ 
tre. He also supported the 
idea, suggested by Cllr John 
Burns, of having an ANPR 
traffic survey to help under¬ 
stand traffic in Haverhill and 
resolve issues with conges¬ 
tion and parking. 

Adoption of the master- 
plan as planning guidance 
is only the first step in actu¬ 
ally delivering the changes 
proposed in the document. 
Councillors were keen to 
stress the importance of im- 
plenting the suggestions. 

Cllr Peter Stevens said: 
“We need in Haverhill to 
have the will to make it se¬ 
cure and overcome these 
problems. Yes, we can solve 
the car parks.” 

Cllr Alaric Pugh, chair 
of the working party and 
a member of the ONE 
Haverhill board said that 
at a meeting with the new 
Haverhill town councillors 
“I was bowled over by the 
commitment of the coun¬ 
cillors now to work for and 
fight for Haverhill. I have 
very little doubt at all about 
the Haverhill commitment 
to make this work.”

Charity DID 
start at home 

WHEN I was seven years old, my 
family of four was forced to flee our 
home after a land mine fell in the 
next road. 

Total strangers took us in - sharing 
their modest six-roomed house for 
the next two years. 

At the age of seven, of course, I had 
no idea of the sacrifice made by our 
receiving family of four. 

Today that sacrifice is deeply 
appreciated and my gratitude causes 
me to point out that, in this case, 
'Charity DID Start at Home.' 

I refer, of course, to the little piece 
coming last week from Moneypiece 
Close, in the hope that readers might 
respond to my interpretation of this 
saying rather than his.

PLANNING 

Objection to 
housing plan 


COUNCILLORS are object¬ 
ing to an application to build 
housing on land that has 
been designated for commu¬ 
nity use. 

The application proposes 
building nine new homes on 
a plot of land adjacent to the 
care home in Brybank Road, 
Haverhill. It was considered 
by Haverhill town council’s 
planning committee on Tues¬ 
day evening. 

Chair of the committee Cllr 
Pat Hanlon said the Highways 
Agency had already raised an 
objection to the proposal on 
the grounds of lack of park¬ 
ing spaces, and questioned 
whether there was adequate 
bin storage. 

But the most pressing con¬ 
cern for councillors was the 
fact that the land had previ¬ 
ously been designated for 
community use. 

Cllr John Burns said: 
“Twenty years ago it was 
promised to the community 
for various things, and no¬ 
body’s made any effort to do 
anything about it.”

Cllr Maureen Byrne said: 
“My view very much is we 
should do everything we can 
to retain that as community 
use. 

“When it was originally 
consulted, it was suggested 
at the time there would be a 
community centre or a doc¬ 
tor’s surgery or a nursery. 

“The doctor’s became diffi¬ 
cult because they were open¬ 
ing another one, but the com¬ 
munity centre was something 
people were really looking 
forward to.” 

She pointed out that the 
Brybank Road area is re¬ 
moved from the town centre 
and a community centre of 
the Brybank Road land would 
give residents there a com¬ 
munity hub. 

Cllr Clive Turner, who lives 
near the site, welcomed the 
idea of putting the land to 
community use. He said: 


“Ever since we have moved in, 
the land has definitely never 
been maintained. It’s full of 
waste building materials, it’s 
full of unseen hazards and 
nasty stuff. At best it’s a litter 
trap. It’s certainly not a com¬ 
munity asset.” 

He agreed with other coun¬ 
cillors that it could be of great 
value to the community if it 
was regenerated. 

The councillors disagreed 
with the idea that the land 
had been disgnated for resi¬ 
dential development in the 
Vision 2031 document which 
presents a vision of Haver¬ 
hill’s future. 

Town clerk Colin Poole said: 
“Knowing the people round 
this table I find it pretty un¬ 
likely that Vision 2031 would 
in any way take a piece of 
community land and allow 
it to be built on without the 
people round this table know¬ 
ing anything about it.” 

The town council formally 
objected to the application. 
It will now go before St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council.

University survey asks 
your thoughts on crime 

A SURVEY run by a university could be 
your chance to influence the future of 
policing in Suffolk. 

University Campus Suffolk's 
community safety survey asks 
members of the public their opinions 
of crime and anti-social behaviour, 
what they have witnessed in their local 
area, and what their experiences with 
the police have been like. 

The results of the survey will feed 
into a change programme in which 
Suffolk Police identify where they can 
make savings which are necessary 
due to government cuts. 

The survey is part of a technique 
called Evidence Based Policing used 
to identify what the community needs 
from its police force.

At its halfway 
point it had 1,063 responses.

Villagers asked: Would 
you like to buy the pub?

RESIDENTS are considering mak¬ 
ing a bid for a village pub after it 
was put up for sale. 

The Cock is the only pub in the 
village of Little Thurlow, and it was 
put on the market at the start of 
September. 

It was registered as a community 
asset in May this year, which means 
that the villagers now have a six- 
week window in which they can 
put together a bid to turn it into a 
community-owned pub. If it were 
privately bought, it would not nec¬ 
essarily remain as a pub. 

A meeting on Monday to discuss 
making a bid was attended by 30-40 
villagers. 

Vice chairman of Little Thurlow 
parish council Chris Field said: “We 
lost our village shop 18 months ago. 
It isn’t until you lose it that you real¬ 
ise what it meant. 

“A good deal of the village use 
the pub. I think the village would 
grow apart without it because we 
wouldn’t have a focal point. 

“Where would we go together to 



have an informal chat? I worry as 
a village we wouldn’t socialise. I’m 
quite concerned.” 

Although individual members 
of the parish council might get in¬ 
volved in making a bid for the pub, 
the council itself would not be. 

Currently, 200 questionnaires 


about whether residents use the 
pub and if they would visit a com¬ 
munity pub are being distributed in 
Little Thurlow. 

The responses will help deter¬ 
mine if there is enough interest to 
make a bid. 

Further plans may be made at a 


meeting in the village on Septem¬ 
ber 28. The deadline for the com¬ 
munity to make a bid is October 8.

A NEW Montessori nursery opened 
in Haverhill on Monday. 

The nursery on the Research 
Park site in Three Counties Way 
is being run by a company called 
Colourbox which has operated a 
nursery in Newmarket for the past 
25 years. 

Colourbox were approached by 
research park developers Jaynic at 
the start of the process, and have 
had input throughout. 

Susie Norman, director of Col¬ 
ourbox, said: “It’s been a real labour 
of love. We have been able to design 
it right from the beginning. We’ve 
got underfloor heating, and every 
room opens on to the garden.” 

The 76-place nursery also has a 
chef to cook meals for the children. 
There is currently a staff of six, but 
this is expected to grow. 

The nursery, which has received 
funding from Suffolk County 
Council, is open to children aged 
three months to five years who are 
on government funding or private 
funding. 

It uses the Montessori technique, 


which is about allowing children 
to learn and discover at their own 
pace. It is being run in partnership 
with the Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust. 

Gemma Green, whose daughter 
Blythe, 2, attends Colourbox, said: 
“She loves it, absolutely loves it. I’m 
struggling a little bit as a mummy, 
but they’ve made it really easy for 
me.” 


Nic Rumsey, of research park 
developer Jaynic, said: “This is an¬ 
other vital step towards providing 
Haverhill with a mixed use employ¬ 
ment zone that is already providing 
homes, a restaurant and now nurs¬ 
ery care. 

“It is another major foundation 
stone towards making Haverhill 
Research Park a very sustainable 
working location. 


“Parents will be able to drop their 
children off before coming to work 
at the park and pick them up on the 
way home.” 

The nursery is now open for full 
and part-time care from 7am to 
7pm every weekday, and will have 
open days on September 14, 16, 22 
and 24.

Although he is only com¬ 
piling the book now, as a 
part of the local history 
group Mr Brazier has en¬ 
countered spooky happen¬ 
ings in Haverhill before. 

He said: “A person came 
into the history centre and 
said: ‘Something’s been 
happening in this place, do 


you know what happened 
here in the past?’ and I said: 
‘It’s a place where a murder 
happened in 1906.’” 

Despite all the things that 
he has heard, Mr Brazier is 
not certain he believes in 
ghosts. 

He said: “I’m on the fence 
on that.

• A CONCERT is being held at 
Haverhill Arts Centre in memory 
of a guitarist who died ten years 
ago.

NAEA 
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Iconic Fiat 500 
gets successor 



EXACTLY eight years and more than 
1.5 million units since it was launched 
50 years ago, the iconic Fiat 500 
makes way for its successor: the New 
Fiat 500. 

Retaining the unmistakable look 
that made it a global best-seller, the 
new Fiat 500 hasn't grown in size but 
has added advanced technologies, 
improved efficiency, more 
customisation ideas and a Centro Stile 
Fiat-refreshed exterior and interior. 

Some 1,800 changes have been 
made to produce the New 500. The 
most changes can be found at the 
front: New Fiat 500 retains the "face" 
of its predecessors with headlights 
which are circular but adopt inno¬ 
vative polyellptical modules for better 
night vision and extra safety. 

New alloy wheel designs are also 
introduced on the New Fiat 500: Pop 
Star and Lounge models have 15-inch 
alloy wheels as standard (a £320 
option) with 16-inch wheels available 
as a £370 option on Pop models and 
a £130 upgrade option on Pop Star 
and Lounge models. 


The colour palette now totals 
13 hues, including seven special 
pastel shades ('Bossa Nova White' 
is standard, the other pastel colours 
are a £350 option), one tri-coat 
finish ('Ubran White' at £740) and 
five metallic colours (a £460 option) 
including two new colours: Glam 
Coral and Avantgarde Bordeaux. Two 
striking black-yellow and black-red 
variants are available as part of the 
Fiat 500 'Second Skin' programme. 

The interior benefits from 
numerous enhancements, notably 
its dashboard design which now 
integrates the advanced Uconnect 
infotainment across the range. 

The Lounge version is equipped 
with the Uconnect 5-inch Radio LIVE 
system which is a touchscreen unit 
complete with Bluetooth hands-free 
calling and music streaming; voice 
recognition and an SMS reader for 
reading text messages received on 
compatible telephones. 

The New Fiat 500 is powered by a 
range of environment-friendly, Euro 
6-compliant engines combined with 


five- and six-speed manual gearboxes 
or a Dualogic robotised transmission 
depending on the model. The engine 
line-up available at launch include the 
1.2-litre 69bhp, the TwinAir 85bhp 
and the TwinAir 105bhp. 

The TwinAir 0.9 85bhp has an 
official fuel consumption figure of 


74.3mpg on the combined cycle 
with C02 emissions of 90g/km. The 
1.2-litre 69hp has a combined fuel 
efficiency figure of 60.1 mpg and C02 
emissions of 110g/km. 

In terms of performance, 500/500C 
models equipped with the 69bhp, 
102Nm 1.2-litre engine can accelerate 


to 62mph in 12.9 seconds and reach 
99mph, while those powered by 
the TwinAir 0.9-litre 85bhp, 145Nm 
engine can reach 62mph in 11.0 
seconds and 107mph.

Fall in number of car trips 
despite drop in fuel prices 



T HE average number of journeys made by 
people in England each year has reached 
its lowest recorded level. 

Official figures show that the number of trips 
fell to 921 last year. 

This is the lowest level since records began in 
the 1960s and a reduction of 16 per cent from 
1995/97. 

The National Travel Survey (NTS), released by 
the Department for Transport (DfT), found that 
since the mid-2000s the fall in trips by English 
residents within Britain had largely been due 
to fewer car journeys, despite the proportion 
of households with access to a car remaining 
roughly unchanged. 

The average distance travelled by car had also 
fallen. 

The National Travel Survey reported that 
declining mileage was a factor in the broad 
levelling off of traffic over the past decade, 
leading to a debate over whether car use had 
peaked. 

But Paul Watters, head of roads policy at the 
AA, said people were being more careful in 
managing how much they travelled. 

"The failure of much lower pump prices to 


trigger a revival in car use has been one of the 
most surprising trends recently," he explained. 
"From July to November 2014, the cost of 


petrol plummeted lOp a litre, saving more than 
a fiver a tank. 

"Rather than encouraging more mileage, 


petrol consumption fell nearly 2 per cent (from 
October/December 2013 to the same period 
last year)." 

Since the mid-1990s, trips for shopping, 
commuting and visiting friends have fallen 
consistently. 

The NTS said one possible explanation for 43 
fewer shopping trips being taken last year than 
in 2002 was the spread of online ordering and 
home deliveries. 

Four in five households ordered goods either 
online, by telephone or post in 2014, with the 
most common items being clothes, books, CDs 
and travel tickets. 

Meanwhile, the NTS said that commuting 
accounted for 19 fewer trips in 2014 than 12 
years earlier. 

It also noted that 5 per cent of employed 
people worked from home last year. 

The report concluded: "Overall, the increase 
of the proportion of people who work from 
home could be linked to the decrease in 
commuting trips overall, although the scale of 
this effect would be likely to be small as home¬ 
working still accounts for a small proportion of 
the employed population."
